president of the Gran Colombian Central Committee, 


f, Other honorary members of the proposed Central Committee should be 
Venezuelan President Romulo Gallegos and the Venezvelan poet and Minister 
of Foreign Relations, Andres Eloy Blanco, because of their avowed sympathy 

. towards such leftist or Marxist movements,
